October 29, 2004 
 

 The New Hampshire Public Utilities Commission Meeting began at 3:40 P.M. on 
Friday, October 29, 2004.  Chairman Thomas B. Getz and Commissioner Graham J. 
Morrison were present.  Also present were the Division Heads, or their designees.  The 
following matters were discussed. 
 
1. Approval of the October 19, 2004 Commission Meeting Minutes    
 

A motion was made by Commissioner Morrison and seconded by Chairman Getz 
adopting the minutes of the October 19, 2004 Commission Meeting.

15. New Business           
  
 A.) DRM 04-169; Puc 1300, Local Telecommunications Competition 
    (Interim Rules)___________________________________ 
 

Chairman Getz noted that rules are being adopted on an interim basis to 
permit re-writing of the telephone utility rules as a consolidated document.  
The Commission filed an initial proposal on September 17, 2004.  Staff of 
the Administrative Rules Division of the Joint Legislative Committee on 
Administrative Rules (JLCAR) concluded that some provisions identified 
for adoption as interim rules did not expire until 2008 and thus did not 
qualify for interim rule status.  JLCAR Staff comments were addressed 
and a conditional approval proposal was submitted to JLCAR and 
approved by it on October 28, 2004.  Chairman Getz made a motion to 
adopt and file with JLCAR a conditional approval response consistent 
with JLCAR’s decision on October 28, 2004.  Commissioner Morrison 
seconded the motion. 

 
16. Miscellaneous Administrative Matters       
 

Chairman Getz announced that the next Commission meeting would be held on 
Friday, November 5, 2004 at 3:30 P.M.
